WASHINGTON, March 26.— 
Henry L. Stimson of New York, 
who will take over the duties of. 
Secretary of State in the Hoover 
Cabinet thie week,” arrived here 
this afternoon and drove imme- 
diately to the White House for a 
conference with the President. 
Stimson, who has just returned 
from Manila,, where he was Gov- 
ernor-General of the Philippines, 
had no statement to make concern- 
ing foreign affairs. He was greet- 
ed at the train by Secretary Kel- 
logg and other high officials of the 
State Department and by George 
Akerson, sé@cretary to the Presi- 
dent. The new Secretary of State 
will take the oath of office either 
late Thursday or early Friday,: re- 
liéving Kellogg. who willsail from 
New York Friday-night for a vaca-. 
tion tour of Europe. The new Bec- 
retary will be a White House guest 
for the rest of this week. Mrs. 
Stimson remained in New York, but 
will come to Washington probably, 
next week.

Ambassador Hugh §&. Gibson, 
head of the American delegation, 
will confer with Stimson on this 
subject. - Both will be guests at the 
White House during the remainder 
of this week and so will have ample 
opportunity to canvass the whole 
situation.
